Chaf.oe of Brirert sot Sustained.— 
In the House o( Representatives of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature, on Thursday, a resolution 
was introduced providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to investigate a charge 
of bribery which rumor had preferred against 
Sinclair Roberts, a member from the county 
of Lawrence, to the effect that he had been 
bribed in giving his vote upon the Commer- 
cial Bank bill. Mr. Roberts had left Frank- 
fort and was then in this city on his way 
homo to visit his son, who had been repre- 
sented as being very ill. The Sergcant-at- 
Arms was immediately dispatched for him, 
with whom he returned on the evening train. 
Mr. Roberts, upon his return, at once appear- 
ed in the llouso and demanded a committeo 
of investigation. The committee, after a full 
investigation of the charge, reported that it 
was groudlcss, and fully exculpated Mr. 
Roberts. The vote stood for the report 82; 
ntys 0. 

After the vote was -taken, the Frankfort 
Commonwealth says: 

Mr. Roberts then rose, amidst breathless 
silence, and remaiked that it was necessary 
for him to explain why ho had left Frank- 
fort this morning for home. He had re- 
ceived a letter from his family requesting 
him to come home and seo his son who was 
lying dangerously ill. His son aUo had writ- 
ten to him, stating that he never expected to 
see him again. Under these circumstances, 
and neither knowing or having heard any- 
thing about the charges which had been 
brought against him, lie felt it his duty to go 
home. Beside", lie owed an individual $200, 
and he understood that part of his small 
farm had been levied upon to satisfy that 
debt, and as the Lawrence County Court met 
OH Monday next, vbac nw *n addition** mo- 
tiT 0 for his leaving. He had lived for sixty 
two years, and never be r oro had a charge of 
this kind been mado against him, and it was 
cause of mortification to him, in his old age, 
that such » charge should now be preferred. 

lie thanked the House for their unanimous

The Commonwealth thus concludes its ar- 
ticle in regard to this subject:

His 
course as a Representative has been charac- 
terized by constant an! unwavoring fidelity 
to their best interests, and the estimation in 
which ho is held by his fellow members is 
evidenced by the proceedings of yesterday. 

Virginia — Tho Democratic State Conven- 
tion of Virginia assembled at Richmond on 
Thursday last. The greatest confusion and 
excitement prevailed. In tho election of 
officers there was a hard contest between 
the friends of Mr. Wise and those of Mr. 
Hunter. The feeling between them nearly 
culminated in a personal collision. 

Rhode Island. — The Democratic State 
Convention was held at Providence on the 
16.h inst. Wo. Sprague was nominated for 
Governor; J. Russell Bullock for Lieut. 
Govornor, and W alter S. Burgess for Attor- 
ney General. Elisha R. Potter, Alfred An- 
thony, Geo. II. Browne, Edward F. New- 
man, John L. Francis, F. Brown, Charles 
S. Bradley and Welcome B. Sayles were 
elected delegates to the Charleston Conven- 
tion. 

A Conservative Convention held in the 
same city the same day, adopted the Demo- 
cratic nominations. 

Virginia Legislature. — Governor 
Letcher sent in a message to the Legislature 
on tha 13th inst., giving a history of the re- 
quisition for Coppie, and denouncing the du 
plicity of Gov. Kirkwoood, of Iowa, in aid- 
ing his escape. He urged prompt action on 
the part of the South, to put itself in a po- 
sition where it can secure the punis meat 
of those who offend against its laws. 

The joint Committee on the Sonth Caro- 
lina mission reported tho following resolu- 
tions to the Legislature: 

Resolved, That the General Assembly of 
Virginia, recognizing in our present relations 
with aon-slavoholding States, an imperitive 
necessity for decisive measures, does not yet 
mistrust the capacity of the Southern States 
by the wise and firm exercise of their several 
powers to protect tho rights and liberties 
of the people, and to preserve the Fedora! 
Union. For this purpose wo earnestly de 
sire the concerted action of the Southern 
States; but the General Assembly respect- 
lully submits to the consideration of South 
Carolina, and all sister States ot the South 
that efficient co-operation bo more safely ob- 
tained by such direct legislative action of 
the several Statts as may bo necessary and 
proper, than through the agency of assem 
blage which can exercise no legislative pow 
ors except to debate and adaise. 

Resolved, therefore, That in the opinion of 
the General Assembly, it is inexpedient to 
'appoint deputies to the conference proposed 
by South Carolina. 

Resolved, That the Governor of the Com 
tnonwealth be requested to communicate 
the foregoing resolutions to the Governor 
of the State of South Carolina, and to the 
Governor of each of the slaveholling States

Gazette, under date of tho 16tb, says: “The 
Committc on Elections this morning heard 
arguments upon the points of law in the 
case of Williamson, of New York, versus 
Sickles, of New York.

Tho Sen- 
ate receded from its amendment abolishing 
the franking privilege, which was strongly 
opposed in the House, and tho passage of the 
hill was thereby secured. It appropriates 
$4,296,000 for supplying the deficiency in 
tho revenue, and defraying the expenses of 
tho department ending with June Iasi; $4,- 
000,000 towards the support of the depart- 
ment ending June next, and a further sum 
of $2,400,000, in payment of the salaries of 
officers and cleiks, transportation of tho 
mails^wrapping paper, bags, stamps, &c. — 
Interest at the rate of 6 per cent, per annum, 
commencing 60 days after the expiration of 
tho quarter in which service was rendered, 
but in no case prior to May 1, 1859, to the 
present date, shall be paid on all sums found 
to be due the contractors for carrying the 
nails. 

The interest shall bo paid only to the con- 
tractors themselves, in full of all damages by 
reason of failure or delay, No interest is to 
be allowed on payments for the last quarter, 
ending with December last.

France. — Napoleon has suppressed the 
Patis Universe, a paper devoted to the in- 
terests of the Jesuits.

Mr. Douglas. — The Mobile Register, 
owned and edited by Mr. John Forsyth, our 
late Minister to Mexico, has declared in fa- 
vor of Mr. Douglas, as the most available 
candidate for tho next Presidency. The 
editor applauds Mr Douglas for his deter- 
mination to pursue a vigorous foreign policy, 
and concludes his article with these words: 
Above all, it is important for the South- 
ern States to have a man in the Presidency 
who will take advantage of European troub- 
les to favor a policy which will give slave 
labor tho control of the central portions of 
this continent. And one of the reasons for 
Southern support of Mr. Douglas may be 
found in the services he has heretofore ren- 
dered to such a policy, and in the courage and 
firmness of character, which does not change 
its settled convictions for tho idle emotions 
of the hour. Tho past ofthe Illinois Senator 
is the best guarantee of his future; and his 
whole career satisfies 11s as to the vigorous 
foreign policy he would pursue, in case he 
were elected President. 

A newspaper has just made its appearance 
in New Orleans, under the name of the 
States Rights Louisianian. It places 
name of Stephen A. Douglas at the head of 
its editorial columns as its candidate for 
the next Pretidency. In order to reconcile 
Douglas’ notions of Squatter Sovereignty 
with the opinions of tho South, it says 
there is no superabundance of slaves in the 
Sonth, and, therefore, nono to be taken into 
tho territories. 

JudgeDouglas.it is reported, has said, 
within a day or two, that he thought at one 
time he was gaining at the South, but that 
now he doubted, and was by no means cer- 
tain that his lime would come before 1864. 
Jefferson Davis denies that Douglas has the 
ghost of a chance at Charleston. 

A Good Story Spoiled. — We published 
a short time since a letter from the Cincin- 
nati Commercial, dated at this place, stating 
that Gov. Pennington, the Speaker of the 
House, was tho agent in paying Mr. Clay’s 
debt*. The Now York Times’ Washington 
correspondent says: 

“Mr. Fennington denies having had any- 
thing to do with the payment of Mr. Clay’s 
debts, as stated by a correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Commercial. He neither saw the 



more than fifty persons. 

The Chicago Scandal Case. — We pub- 
lished, last week, an account of the seduc 
tion of tho wife of a prominent banker at 
Chicago. The banker’s name, which has 
since been published, is Isaac U. Burch; and 
that of the seducer, Daniel Stuart, an ex- 
memberof Congress. Mr. Burch has filed 
a bill in the Circuit Court for a divorce, 
which is resisted by Mrs. Burch, through 
her counsel. Tho lady is now in New York, 
where she is surrounded by wealthy and 
influential friends. The Chicago Times de- 
nounces the manner in which the affair has 
been treated in giving publicity to grossdctails 
“having no other foundation than a descased 
imagination, which have been spread wide 
cast, carrying their poison into every family, 
serving no good purpose whatever, but, on 
the contrary, whetting the miserable appe- 
tite of those who relish the inflamed des- 
sription of criminal and vicious scenes. — 
The story, in nono of its parts, found its 
way into our columns. We refused to give 
publicity to it in any shape; not because of 
the social standing of any of the parties, not 
because the individuals whose names were 
upon all men's tongues stood high in their 
respective branches of business, but because 
from the first moment to the present we 
have been convinced that the entire charge 
of crime was utterly destitute of truth.’’ 
The Times further intimates that tho “con- 
fession,” might have been forced from tho 
lady, as no one heard it, and, before it was 
proclaimed, she was hurried away. Having 
published a detailed account of this affair 
which exhibited the lady accused, in a very 
degraded attitude, in justice to her, we have 
thus alluded to it.

The Governmentdo 
not want to bslieve the whole truth; the 
American people can’t believe it. 5o mo*e 
it be. Nevertheless, the day will come when 
the United States will blush as a nation at 
the festering full grown ulcers that Utah is 
destined to become in the body politic, in the 
social family and domestic circle.

0^7* We noticed in our last that the bill to 
increase the capital of the Commercial Bank 
of Kentucky, and to authorize the location 
of three additional Branches, which had 
been returned by the Governor to tho 
House of Representatives with his objections, 
had been passod by tho House by the Con- 
stitutional majority, notwithstanding tho ob- 
jections, but that tho Governor’s veto bad 
been sustained in the Senate, by a vote of 19 
for tbe passage of the bill to 16 against it: 
Tho Senate consists of thirty-eight members, 
and the Constitution requiring a majority 
of all the members elected in both Houses, 
to pass a bill over tbe veto of the Governor, 
the bill thus failed. But a reconsideration, 
was moved, and notwithstanding the Speak- 
er (Mr. Porter) deeided that the vote just 
taken was a reconsideration, and therefore 
no other could be moved, the Senate upon 
appeal decided in favor of reconsideration 
and the bill was passed on Saturday by a 
vote of 20 to 14, and is thus a law in spite of 
the Governor's veto. It must have been a 
source of no little mortification to the Exec- 
utive, to find his party deserting him upon an 
important question of public policy, and one, 
which he had pressed with no little zeal ia 
his opening message to the two Houses, but 
then he should know enough of Democracy 
to be satisfied that principle with them is 
anything or nothing, just as suits their pur- 
poses. It is, however, a Democratic quarrel, 
and they may fight it out as best they can. 

By a paragraph in the State organ of the 
Democracy at Trankfort, (the Kentucky 
Yeoman,) it may be inferred that tho Con- 
stituality of the bill is to bo tested before 
the Court, on the ground that a vote on a 
Governar’s veto can not be reconsidered, 
as was decided by the Speaker of that body, 
but overruled by tho Senate.

the City Register of Baltimore shows that 
during the past year (ho receipts into the 
city treasury were $2,914,953, whicii, with 
$203,185 in hand on the 1st of January, 
1859, made a total of 3,118,139. Tbe dis- 
bursements during the same period were $3,- 
053,992, ieaving a balance at the beginning’ 
of tho present year of $64,146. 

The real and personal property assessed 
within tho limits of direct taxation in 1359 
was $131,540,072, and a probable additional 
assessment of $6,000,000 will be made for 
the current year. The property exempted 
from taxation is $6,502,424 of real estate 
and $443,295 of personal effects. The 
amount duo for 1859 is $22,157, and that 
required for I860 is $172,868, making an ag- 
gregate of $95,026. The whole amount re- 
quired for the public schools during the cur- 
rent year is estimated at $208,790, which, 
after deducting $24,000 for tuition fees, 
leaves a balance of $184,790 to be provided 
for by the City Council. Of the amount 
here estimated $20,000 will bo for tbe erec- 
tion of a new building for the Central High 
School. 

The steam fire department during tho year 
1859 cost $123,185, including the purchase 
of engines, machinery, horses, hose, running 
expenses, &e. The estimated expenses of 
that department for the current year will bo 
$62,000 During 1*59 the sum of $5,150 
was expended for tho working of the police 
and fire alarm telegraph. 



Climate of the United States. — Prof. 
Joseph Henry, of the Smithsonian Institute, 
has maps illustrating the climate of the 
United .-bates. The isothermal linos follow 
the lines of latitude very nearly, except in 
pasting o'.er tho great ranges of the Rocky 
mountains, which occupy about ono-third of 
the spaci between the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts.

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MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR, 

Vetoing an Ad entitled “An AH authorizing.. 
an increase of the Capital Statu e,/ the Com- 
• mcrnal Dank of Kentucky, with power to 
establish three additional branches 

Gentlemen of the House of JlepresentaUvts: 

On the 4th inst., there was presented to 
me, for my approval and signature, “An act 
authorizing an inrroaso of the capital stock 
of the Commercial Bank of Kentucky, with 
power to establish three additional branches.” 
Entertaining tho very highest respect for the 
wisdom of tho distinguished legislators who 
have concurred in the passage of this meas- 
ure, 1 regret exceedingly that, after several 
days of calm reflection, I am compelled to 
differ with them in opinion, and withhold 
my approval from tho bill. I now return it 
to the house in which it originate^*, with my 
objections. 

This bill contemplates an increase of $.'0°, - 
000 to the banking capital of tho State, and 
the establishment of three additional branch- 
es of the Commercial Bank. The main ques- 
tions to be determined are: Do the people of 
Kentucky need this increase of bank capital, 
and is its employment properly distributed? 
With all due deference to your opinions, I 
think not. Our people aro industrious, en- 
terprising, and thrifty, but chiefly devoted 
to agricultural pursuits. Hence it is, they 
need a much less amount of bank capital to 
carry on their trade than if they were en- 
gaged extensively iu commerce and manufae- 
tures. 

A brief recurrence to tho past decado in 
the history of our State will exhibit the com- 
parative advance of ourpeopio in population 
and wealth, with the extension ot capital 
dnring the same period, and enable us to de- 
termine whether tho prosperity of the State, 
aud true interests of trade, at this time, de- 
mand a yet further augmentation of that 
capital, and a still laiger" increase in tho cir- 
culation of paper money. Is not the present 
bank capital sufficient for the wants of tho 
State? If sufficient for, all legitimate busi- 
ness, it is manifest thatiany increase, must 
engender a spirit of wil l and re iklass specu- 
lation, and bring about an inflation of prices, 
sure to produce, in tho inevitable reaction, 
panic, depression and hard timer, with r.U 
their attendant and resulting evils. In 1849 
wo had in Kentucky but three banks, the 
Northern Bank, the Bank of Kentucky, and 
Bank of Louisville, all well managed, and, 
together, furnishing a sound, safe circulating 
medium, amply sufficient to supply the 
wants of the people and to secure to labor a 
remunerative reward. The new constitu- 
tion went into operation, and a now and 
prosperous career opened upon us. Our 
population amounted to 982,405. The tax- 
able property of the State was valued at 
$285,085,378. The banks just mentioned, 
sustained by tho full confidence of the peo- 
ple, furnished us a circulation of $0,419,130, 
as shown by their respective statements, viz: 

Northern bank, circulation .*. 

Bank of Kentucky, circulation .,4.12,002 

Bank of Louisville, circulation l,-13,3iia 

Amounting in total to $‘5,419,130 

The capital stock of these banks, at that 
time paid in, was as follows:

The excess of capital over the circulation 
was then $610,870. Ten years have passed. 
Basing our calculation upon the increase 
during the previous decades, we may now 
estimate our population at 1,200,000. I he 
taxable property of the State is now val- 
ued at $197,831,675. Wo have now oight 
chartered banks, wUh a large number of 
branches, distributed throughout the State, 

with a capital paid in of §12,660,670, and a 
circulation of $13,520,207, showing a dif- 
ference of circulation above capital of eight 
hundred and fifty-nine thousand five hun- 
dred and thirty-seven dollars. Tho follow- 
ing table will attest the correctness of these 
figures:

called for by the true interests of business. 
And if now sufficient for all the legitimate 
wants of trade, I think its enlargement 
would go into speculation, intkjte prices, 
and ultimately react in tovulsien and d - 
pression. 

But there io another reason, to my mind 
conclusive, to show that our present bank 
capital is not only sufficient for tbe wants of 
the people, but even exceeds tho demands of 
healthy trade. No one will question that 
trade, in normal condition, is regulated by 
the law of supply and demand. Has it con- 
formed to th.s sound rule during tbe past 
year? Witness, to the contrary, the prices 
of property and products. Our crops have 
been abundant; both at home and abroad, 
the supply has been fully equal to a healthy 
and legitimate demand; and yet prices have 
advanced. The prices of labor, of hogs, 
bemp mules, of all the labor we employ, and 
tho products wo hare to sell, have increased, 
while the prices of land and negroe", high as 
they were before, have reached yet larger 
figures. How are these facts to be explain- 
ed, except upon the assumption that wo have 
an over supply of bank circulation, (paper 
money,) by which prices have been stimula- 
ted and inflated? Early in the tall of the 
past year it was thought, by those engaged in 
the pork trade, that the supply exceeded the 
demand; but in a few weeks the bank emit- 
ted a supply of paper money which at once 
excited speculation and inflated prices till 
they had increased nearly one hundred per 
cent, with no materia! change in the relation 
of supply and demand. Tho profit or loss ot 
those engaged in these speculations will not 
now be governed by the laws of healthy 
trade, but must depatnd entirely upon a super- 
abundant supply of money at the time they 
make their sales. Mules constitute ono of 
our great staples of export; and, notwith- 
standing the crops of sugar and cotton, and 
tho high prices those products command, we 
bear that the southern mule markets arc 
glutted, and our traders are in danger of 
meeting with heavy lossew. And why? Be- 
cause the undue abundance of money at home 
gave to mules a fiotitions value, which the 
demand abroad does not justify. So it may 
bo with hogs, A s. 

Compare our bank capital with the adjoin 
ing States, whose wealth, population and 
trade arc larger than our own, and let ns see 
if there is not already an excess of circula- 
tion and inflation of prices here which ope- 
rates to tho detriment rather than tho pros- 
perity cf our business men. ltecur to the 
eonsoli lated statement of the banks above 
given, and contrast it with the figures of the 
following table:

Whenever the wants of the people, or 
the legitimate demands of a healthy trade, 
demand the increase, over two millions of 
dollars can be added to the bank capital of 
the State; and certainly an equal, if not 
lrager amount, to the circulation. Besides 
this, there are scattered over tho State a 
multitude of Deposit Banks, Savings In- 
stitutions, and Insurance Companies, with 
banking privileges, which are empowered to 
discount notes and deal in bills of exchange. 

In addition to this largo increase of tho 
the bank capital and circulation, the influx 
of gold into the United States lias been 
abundantly large, of itself, to meet the de- 
mand* of growing trade.

Nearlv fiv-e-sixtbs of the metallic, currency 
of the United States has Been coined since 
1849. of which our State had, or would 
have had, in the absence of paper money, 
its due portion. The most inferior circula- 
ting medium, by an inexorable law, ever 
displaces the more valuable; hence the 
metals yield to paper, and as bank notes are 
multiplied coin becomes more scaice. 

Ton yoars ago the bank capital and cir- 
culation of the State wore admitted to be, 
and certainly were, amply sufficient for the 
wants of the people. Labor commanded its 
full reward, while all the products of the 
field and the workshop readily yielded re- 
munerative prices. Trade was healthy, bus- 
iness active, and our pcop’e wore contented 
and prosperous. The increase of the S'ote 
in population, and its advanco in wealth 
and trade, during that period, though high- 
lv gratifying, have not kept pace with the 
Urge augmentation of its barking capital, 
and tho enlarged circulation Of paper mon- 
ey. If, then, 1 ask, ihe banking capital and 
circulation were sufficient for the want of 
the people two years ago, are they not more 
than enough now? If, with a population 
of near one million, hr.d a property valua- 
tion of near three hundr d millions, a bank 
capital of six and a half millions, and a bank 
circulation of seven million*, were abun- 
dantly large for tbe necessities of trade and 
the prosperity of the people, is moie than 
double that capital and circulation now ne- 
cessary to supply the State, with a popula- 
tion of only twelve hundred thousand, and 
a property valuation of less than five hun- 
dred millions? In ten years onr bank cap- 
,tal and circulation nave been increased an 
hnndred per cent., while the advance in 
wealth and population Las scarce approxi- 
mated a similar progress. I answer, then, 
that in 1850 we had bank capital enough 
for the State, with its then population, 
wealth, and trade, and argue, from the fore- 
^ing statistic, that w B»ere»«* t» new 



It must be romembered that the people of 
these States aro far more extensively engaged 
in manufacturing and commercial pursuits 
than in Kentucky, and hence require more 
bank capital in proportions population and 
wealth, than ifiemployed, as hero mainly in 
agriculture. In population and wealth, sev- 
eral far surpass, aud all probably equal, our 
own State. Yet, while their bank capital 
and circulation aro not half so large as that 
of Kentucky, they find it ampla to meet the 
legitimate wants of business. These statis- 
tics will account for the high prices which 
prevail in Kentucky, as compared with those 
of the above named States, and explain the 
secret of the large sales of mules and other 
things brought thence to this State. Ohio, 
Indiana and Missouri aro quite as near, if not 
nearer, to tho market than Kentucky. Yet 
tho traders of those States have found with 
us a profitable mule market. This can only 
arise from the inflation of prices, which re- 
sults here from an over supply of paper cur- 
rency. 

Abundance of bank paper has already 
stimulated speculation, and given to every- 
thing a fictitious value; property has risen in 
price as money has become more abundant, 
and consequently cheaper. The necessary 
effect of all this is, that our smaller land- 
holders, tempted by the high prices offered 
for their farms by their more wealthy neigh- 
bors, have said out and removed to States 
where they can get cheaper lands of the 
same or better quality. Thus have whole 
counties been thinned of industrious, thrift)', 
and valuable citizens; where once lived a 
dozen farmers, contributing by their labor, 
industry, enterprise and numbers to the 
wealth of the State, we find but one large 
landed proprietor. The loss which such a 
change must entail is manifest. 

Moreover, I believe it impolitic, in any 
State, to allow the banks to obtain too great 
power. In this Commonwealth, these insti- 
tutions have already acquired almost potent 
influence, which is strengthened and aug- 
mented by every increase of capital. If we 
have not often felt their power, it has only 
been because occasions have not called for the 
concentration of their force. But when a 
common object shall produce their combina- 
tion, I apprehend they can even now shape 
the legislation of the country, and, if neces- 
sary, introduce into political struggles an ir- 
resistable lover to govern the result. Shall 
we unnecessarily add to tho power of these 
mammoth moneyed corporations, and foster 
an influence which we cannot direct? The 
effort of the Bank of the United States for a 
re-charter, sufficiently illustretes the power 
*of these corporations, without reference to 
later or moro familiar instances. 

In another point of view, it seems to mo 
that an extension of bank capital, uncalled 
for by the wants of the people, would be an 
unwise measure of State policy. The State 
now owns nearly $2,000,000 of stock in the 
banks of Kentucky. Besides yielding a 
dividend which is ono of the chief resources 
of the Sinking Fund for the payment of the 
interest on the public debt, this stock can be 
converted, at a handsome premium, when- 
ever opportunity shall present itself, A- it shall 
bo thot" expedient, to purchase any portion 
of our outstanding bonds. The creation of 
more banks, or the increase of the capital of 
existing banks, which amounts to the same 
thing, which will lessen the valuo of this 
stock, atvl if such a policy is persisted in, 
it would ultimate in its greater depreciation 
if not total loss besides entailing calamity 
and ruin upon the people. 

1 propose to enquire next whether this 
increased bank capital, if needed at 
all, is demanded by the wants of 
people itt the several localities where this 
bill prop t ea it shall be employed.- Is more 
needed r.t Paducah, where the mother bank 
■is located.? The capital of this bank has al- 
ready been increased by the Legislature to 
$500,000, as author zed by its original char- 
ter, to §1.100,00®. If needed at Paducah, 
why was $350,000 of the $600,000 increas- 
ed capital employed at Louisville, $lu0,000 
at Monlieollo, and only $150,000 retajnid at 
Paducah? The branch bank of Ashland, 
authorised by a late act of this Legislature 
to be located at Mayfield, near Paducah, 
with a capital of $200,000, will supply a 
large portion of the business community of 
that region, heretofore dependent upon Pa- 
ducah. 'I lie bank of Louisville hasal-oa 
branch at Paducah. Is additional capital 
needed at Lebanon? The Southern bauk 
of Kentucky iiosan unsubscribed capital of 
$500,000, and is authorized to establish a 
branch at Lebanon. The directors of that 
institution have not yet theughl tho demand 
of business there wouid justify the employ- 
inent of any portion of their capita! at Leb- 
anan, and hate not eslaU-thcd the branch. 
Tho mother bank at Russellville has moro 
capital than is required by tho wants of the 
people, aud it will not fail to use a proper 
pet lion at Lobanan whenever the wan » of 
trade will atako it to the interest of tho 
bank to do so. The people of Marion and 
adjoining counties aTe supplied by the banks 
at Ilarrodsburgand Danville, and the Do 
po-it Bank at home, and other places near 
by. Ts more capital needed at Newport and 
Cynthiana? The Farmer's Bank has $1,. 
300, 000 ot untaken capital, $100,000 of 
which is at Covington. Cannot Newport be 
supplied from that quarter? If it was need- 
ed, it would be employed. Cincinnati, doubt, 
less, could use both that and a large portion 
of that preposed to be employed at New- 
port. But wo scarcely think it our duty to 
supply Cincinnati with money, whatever 
the profits which might bo made for the 
Stockholders. Cynthiana has a Deposit 
Bank, and is brought within a lew hours 



rid? of Paris and Ij*x ; n^ter, where there is 
an abundant capital to supply all ihe neces- 
sitie’. 

1 have objected to tho bill because we have 
circulation enough, and because it is not 
properly distributed. I now object to it be- 
cause the bank is permitted to issue notes of 
a less deomination than $5. Somo of the 
banks aro restricted to $5, and after tho 
lapse o' a certain period to $10. This re- 
striction would induce a specie curroncy for 
all smaller business transactions, and in 
ca'O of a failure of the bank, protect the la- 
boring classes, and the poor, who are hold- 
ers generally of small bills. 1 object to it 
becauso its circulation is not limited to the 
amount of capital paid in. The older banks 
are so restricted in their new charters. 

I object to it becauso the individual proper- 
ty of each stockholder, is not held liable for 
the debts of the bank. I object to it because 
tho notes of currency put into circulation by 
it are not mado redeemable in specie at tho 
counter of the bank where they are issued, 
or were put into circulation. Ifthswcro 
done it would giro to every neighborhood 
where banks are located a sound circulating 
medium, commensurate with tho necessities 
of trade. Noteholders could get their gold 
and silver whenever they applied, and the 
circulatioq be kept within proper limits. And 
thus wohld our papor money be at all times 
convertible iuto coin, without which no cur- 
rency is a safe basis of trade. Besides, 

I reiterate what I said in mv annual message, 
that it was necessary to have a superviso r 
or supervisors, whoso duty it shall bo to 
make quarterly visits to the banks, examine 
into its affairs, and report under oath to the 
Governor of the Commonwealth, the amount 
of their debts, liabilities, deposits, circula 
tioD, fee., Ac., so that the people may know 
whether or not they are acting within ther 
charters, and be fully informed of their 
true condition. 

In his veto message of 1854, Gov. Foweli 
said: “We have banking faciiilies sufficient 

to supply all tho wants of a healthy com- 
merce;' 1 and my immediate predecessor in 
office, Gov. Morehead.said in his message of 
1356, vetoing the bill to establish the bank 
of llarrodsburg: “The banking capital of 

the State is largo euough, if net to laige.” I 
hold the same opinion at this time. Wo 
have now in active employment over twelve 
million and a half of dollars in bank capital, 
a paper circulation of over thirteen and a half 
millions, besides over two millions of author- 
ed but unsubscribed capital, and innumer- 
able money institutions in tho form of de- 
posit banks, savings institutions, and insu- 
rance companies, aggregating a large capital. 
If more capital is wanted, the untaken capi- 
tal of the chartered banks can be subscribed. 
Let us not enter upon a policy of chartering 
new banks or extending the chartered capi- 
tal now authorized. Rather let us recur to 
tho past, and profit by its teachings. The 
history of the forty-one independent banks 
in Pennsylvania is familliar to you all. A 
distinguished writer (Homans) says in re- 
gard to them, speaking of the decade from 
1S20 to 1630: “Throughout almost tho en- 
tire period, there was a rapid succession of 
untoward events, leading to embarrassments, 
insolvency, litigation, dishonesty, and fla- 
grant crimes. It is a continued history of 
bankruptcy throughout a large portion of tho 
countr>\ and of frauds in the country with- 
out any previous parellel . Banks were 
bribed to fail, that stockholders might be en- 
abled to pay thoir indebtedness in the cur- 
rency of tho same bank, after it had reached 
its lowest point of depreciation.” Money 
mills continued to be created everywhere, 
until tho catastrophy was completed in the 
failure of the United States Bank, with al- 
most a total loss of thirty-five millions of 
stock. But wo need not go out of the his- 
tory of our own Stato to trace (he evils of 
unwise bank legislation. We all remember 
the history of tho old Bank of Kentucky; 
the creation of twelve additional branches; 
the morbid appetite created for moro banks; 
the cry for more brinks, which was heard 
then, as now, in and around the capitol; 
the establishment of the swarm of forty-one 
independent banks, their irredeemable cur 
rency held by the people; the Common- 
wealth Bank; relief laws; replevin laws; old 
court and now court; relief and anti-relief; 
and, finally, the political demoralization, 
bankruptcy, and ruin, brought about by tho 
destructive system of banking. Nor is our 
latter history barren of similar warning 
against the inevitable consequences which 
flow from an increase of paper currency, 
when the industrial and commercial wants 
of the State do not require it. The history 
,of the banks which have been chartered by 
the Legislature, suspended specie payment, 
and forfeited their charters, in the last ten 
years, may not improperly bo here referred 
to. 

An institution, which, but a few years 
since, was operating largely in Kentucky 
and with vast powers for good or evil, fur 
nishes a mcmorablo example in attestation 
of the impolicy of an addition to the aggre- 
gate amount of bank issues. I refer to the 
Kentucky Trust Company Bank. It was 
originally incorporated, by the local act of 
ihe General Assembly, by thenameofthe 
* Savings Bank of Covington,” with a capital 
stock of $50,000 only, which might be in 
creased to $100,003. it was made a Bank 
of Deposit, but had no right to issue or cir- 
culate any of its own notes or bills. Its 
name, by a subsequent amendment to the 
charter, was changed to the “Kentucky 
Trust- Company Bank.” At the session of 
1351-2, the charter of this institution was 
again amended; and tho privilege conferred 
upon it of issuing bank notes to the amount 
of its stock actually paid in. I have said tho 
original charter of this bank authorized a 
capital stock to he taken of $50, 000, with 
the right to iucreaso the same to $100, (XX); 
but uo limit as to the increase of the stock of 
the bank, by stock deposits, was fixed by the 
Legislature. These stock deposits were 
made the basis of its circulation: and the for- 
midable power to flood the community with 
its paper mort'ey, was restricted only by the 
feeBle provision — “that the directors of said 
bank uiay, at any lime, limit the amount of 
stock deposits, by their by-laws, to any sum 
which, in their judgment, will be the best 
policy for said bank and the community. 
Here was really no restriction, no legislative 
inhibition — but, on the contrary, an express 
power — to issue any conceivable amount in 
paper funds. The directors of that institu- 
tion could — and, had the wants ot legitimate 
commeice demanded it, would — have added 
millions to currency which was already pre- 
carious, depreciated, and unsubstantial. Al- 
though loss than $1,000,0)0 of the notes of 
this bank were issued, still it may very rea- 
sonably be inquired, did those directors 
adopt "the best policy for said bank and tho 
community?” The fate of the bank answers 
the question. It was almost a foregone con- 
clusion with many who thoroughly under- 
stood its affairs, that it would be utterly ru- 
ined whenever a financial crisis might occur 
in tho country. An ineffectual attempt was 
made to thoroughly amend its charier, and 
restrict its circulation — or rather its unheard 
j of power to circulate — at tho session of 
1333 1. Nino months alterward tbe bank 
closed its doors — an irretrievably dishonored 
and bankrupt concern. 

It is unnecessary to enquire whether the 
affairs of this itstitution were prudently or 
recklessly managed. There teas a reckless- 
ness — which probably no prudent manage- 
ment could have aumed for — in bringing 
about an inflated and unhealthy stale of 
things, by an over-issue of paper money in 
a community where such increas® wax pot 
needed, and the people of Northern and 
Eastern Kentucky have not yet retrieved 
the heavy losses caused by the downfall of 
this bank. • 

A lmost co incident with the rise anil fall 
of the Trust Company Bank, another insti- 
tution like it — the Newport Safety fund 
Bank — rose and fell. The latter was orig- 
nally incorporated as a private bank, by an 



the bank should trans'erto the Audittr any 
portion of tho public stock, or Sta e bonds, 
being not less than $50,0^, the bank 
would be entitled to receiio from the Au- 
ditor an equal amount of notes “in the sim- 
iltude of bank notes,” and put them in cir- 
culation. Trobably $50,000 cf su> notes 
wero countersigned by the Auditor, tenured 
by pledge of Stato bonds or stocks, ind is- 
sued as currency. In January, 1852, the 
charter of this bank was amended, tnd its 
officers authorized to issue notes ota less 
denomination than five dollars, withoit hav- 
ing the same countersigned by the Auditor. 
Then followed an issue of lens of thsusaods 
of dollars in currency, authorized to bo put 
in circulation by tho amendment, rithoal 
pledge «or security, as contemplated by the 
original charter; and, like the Trust Compa- 
ny Bank, this bank closed its doors md for- 
feited its charter in tho fall of 1354. 

Were there not ample assurance giren, 
when those broken banks were auborizod 
to issue notes by the General Assimhly, 
that tbe State needed additional b-u* capi- 
tal and circulation? Wcie such av-nranccs 
justified by tho history and fate of th \in- 
stitntions? The prophetic warning of Gpv- 
ornor Powell, in his celebrated bank Feto 
message of February 28, 1854, was, is far as 
two banks of issue in Kentucky wire con- 
cerned, verified that very year! 

Tho Bible says “lead us not into tempta- 
tion,” and it i3 a most significant payor. 1 
would add, “tempt us with no mot banks, 
but from them, good Lord, delivei us.” — 
You cannot satisfy tho morbid cravng alter 
money. Tho more you give the more is 
wanted. Increased capital and effculation 
raises instead of diminishing the raes of in- 
intcrest. As bank paper becomes bo abun- 
dant to carry on a healthy trade, it depreci- 
ates in comparative value, and pro|erty ap- 
preciates; prices rise and a spirit ofsficulat on 
is stimulated; prudent and thrifty nen un- 
der the temptation take risks the. Mould 
never think of at other times; th .^Tjjo^o 
dissatisfied with those industrial pursuits 
in which wealth is slowly but certainlv in- 
quired; they go into bank, pay higi ratos 
of usurious interest, exacted under 
the disguise of bills of exchange; they 
got into debt, and finally end in bank- 
ruptcy and ruin: all brought about 

by an over supply of money from banks, 
which refuvo to relieve the distress they 
have produced unless at increased rates of 
ururious interest, which their unfortunate 
victim is now unable to pay. The people 
are oppressed, the banks break, and the hon- 
est laroring classes, who have been paid in 
their trash, the thrifty farmer who has re 
ceived it for his products and the widow and 
orphan who own tho worthless stock, are 
the sufferers. Then comes tho day t(' reflec- 
tion and repentance, and curses lotd, deep 
and bitter, aro heaped upon those Tho, by 
unwise legislation, brought about thi calam 
ity. I, for one, would be guiltless oi such a 
day of reckoning. 

The banks make enormous proflushy ex 
pansions, and when bankrnptcy aril ruin 
result, they profit as much by contactions 
The farmer, unable to borrow a dillar at 
six per cent, on a note well securot, to be 
renewed if need be, is induced ti pay 
heavy usurious ini orest on a "kite’ l.ili of 
exchange. The interest runs eveiy hour 
on the bill, and the farmer, in order t> meet 
it at maturity and save his credit, ays by 
every dollar be can save. He pays ntcrest 
on what he borrows, and loses interest 
tho funds he has idle to pay the deb - , there 
by making tho tax doubly heavy upon him 
Seeing his neighbor, less thrift)' andindus 
trious than himself, make money by specu 
lations superinduced by the facilities offered 
by the banks, ho is tempted to borrowing 
The crash comes, anl the bank which 
tempted him into debt, and mad* large 
profits out of hitn, or tho usurer, will the 
exact of him any interest they may ask on 
loans, to save himself and family from ruin 1 
The system of banking, as we have had it 
works well at the commencement; every 
body wants money, every body can get it, 
and every body seems to make it. Goods 
rise first, and labor, last, but labor is the 
first lo suffer when revulsion comes. Extra 
travagance is increased, idleness is eacourag 
ed, until tho country is hopelessly A 
Then comes tbe foreign creditor, who wants 
pay for his goods, sold at enormous prices 
to our merchants, and by them again sold 
at heavy profits to the people. He must 
have money, gold and silver, or an equiva 
lent which will circulate outside the Slate 
Every dollar he takes out displaces iwo, 
three, or four times the bank paper it re,rc 
sents, and at a time when the people no; 
need it. Then comes the panic. The bank 
say they can’t pay their note-holders »n 
depositors unless their debtors pay then. — 
The people can’t pay, Suspension* and 
bankruptcies follow. Suits are brought to 
force collections; labor falls; improvements 
of all kinds cease; and property depreci 
atea in value. Then comes the feast of the 
man who has money and is out of d«U — 
the carnivulof the usurer and shaver; two 
three and four per cent, is exacted ind 
paid. As property and labor fall, usurious 
exactions rise, and the people and tho gov 
eminent are involved in litigation, poijury 
bankruptcies, frauds, and immeasurable dis 
tress. 

Tbe true Democratic policy which has Veen 
sustained by the people is, that there shall 
be no exclusive privileges, and no monopoly 
of corporation rights. Would it not bo 
tetter, if you will create corporations, to do 
it under general laws, without conCerringex 
elusive privileges and exemptions, so that 
everybody can have a fair chance? IIojv 
it wrong to legislate especially for the farm 
ing interest of tho State, or tho interest of 
the manufacturer, and right to do the same 
for a bank corporation? Why not put Item 
upon the same footing, and leave all legitla 
tion equal and uniform? Why prefer me 
class of citizens to another, and that, 
when the preferred class need your assist 
ance less than any other? 

Where is this policy of increasing the 
bank oapital to be arrested ? If you ^ant 
one new charter, how refuse the urgoiitap- 
peals for another? If you add to tho captal 
of one bank, by what apology reject similar 
demands from another? I hear of propesi- 
tions before you to charter other banks ef 
issue, to increase the capital of soveral no-v 
in existence, to giue the right to issue to de- 
posit banks, and establish others, all which, 
if successful, will augment tho bank capital 
of the Stats over six millions of JoT. 

Kach projeot is pressed by agents and lib- 
bvists, who assort tho greatest possible n*!d 
and most urgent wants of the people in 
their respective localities. Where, and in 
what will this policy, proposed to be la- 
mented, end? The argument made by the 
friends of ihe bill before me is, that they 
wish to put this bank upon the same ftot- 
ing with the old banks. If you incrcasothe 
capital of this bank, the same argumtnt, 
and equal justice, will call for an increase *f 
the capital of the People’s Bank and tie 
Bank of Ashland to two millions of dollars 
each. Moreover, this institution has larg*r 
priviledges thrn the old banks, and an oqual- 
lv just appeal will require them to be placed \ 
on the same footing. If the argument is ' 
good for the Commercial Bank, it is equally 
good for the others; and will any one contend 
that tha wapls of the people, or necessities 
of trade, demand Rue!) legislation? Wheie 
will you stop in the incrca.se of banlf capital 
and the extension of privileges? 1 know <( 
no safer place, and no better point, for 
good of the people, than right here.

EXPLOSION OF A WAR STEAMER IN 
MALAGA. 

An extract from a letter lo the Charleston 
yews, dated Malaga, December 25th, says: 
A dreadful catastrophe has occurred here. 

I suppose I shall never again witness such a 
sight. 1 vrasort iny way to the hotel at nine 
o’clock, and, while stopping a moment to ob- 
serve the numerous steamers in port, a de- 
tonation, surpassing that of either thunder 
or cannon, startled me, and a smoke arose 
from among the steamers that were riding at 
anchor, awaiting the embarkation of the 3d 
corps (t’arniee. As soon as the smoke had 
dispersed, a raging fire was seen streaming 
from the deck of the magnificent steamer, 
Genova, belonging to Victor Huianuel, and 
chartered to the Spanish government for the 
service of the war. The air was filled with 
shouts and cries from those on board. 

The steamer had just arrived and had not 
entirely moored, her main anchor only being 
out. in the space of a minute, hundreds of 
row boats were alongside to receive the pas- 
sengers and take in those who had jumped 
overboard. Shortly they arrived on shore, 
but many awfully injured — so seriously that 
a few days after they died in the hospital. — 
Some landed without shirts, others without 
pants, having been obliged to tear them off 
on account of tho fir.; many of tho poor 
creatures had no hair left on their heads. — 
In the spacocf five or fen minutes not a sin- 
gle person remained on boar 1 tho burning 
vessel, and an order was given to tha thou- 
sands of spectators present, as well as to the 
inhabitants of the adjacent houses, to escape, 
for there was imminent danger. 

The (ijtoualion was caused by tho cxplo 
sion of grenades, placed in the stern, where 
there were yet remaining many more, and 
flock so delightfully petted him, that lie grew tho . a Vera hundreds of loaded bomb

hisfaco. They then dragged the body aside, 
placed it upon a horse, carried it some hah a 
mile into the woods, aed covered it over 
with logs 

Mrs. Normand, upon making inquiries for 
her husband in the morning, obtained from 
other servants information of the dreadful 
transaction. The neighbors and friends of 
the family were soon on the ground, and 
were conducted by the murderers to the 
plaee where they had conoealcd the man- 
gled and bloody eorpso The guiliy wreteh- 



and over twelve tons of gunpowder. Two 
Spanish steamers were ordered to attach lines 
and tow her out if possible, or at least free 
her from amongst the others, over thirty in 
number, besides many more sailing vessels. 
After much trouble the steamers commenced 
towing her, but could ouly g.'t her out to 
the distance of fifty yards, or the length of 
tha main anchor’s chain. During ail the 
time dreadful .explosions of other grenades 
were taking place. Tho two ; trainers that 
were propelling found all their efforts useless 

to drug i tie anchor, nod wore obliged to aban-. 

don her in the very middle of the harbor. 

The fire was raging intensely and fast ma- 
king its way a t to tbe bombs and twelve 
tons of gunpowder. After softie loss cf time, 
a Spanish man-of-war was placed at some 
distance horn the wreck, and commenced a 
heavy discharge of cannon bail to sink her, 
but nearly an hour passed before the steam- 
er appeared lo feel in the least any effect, and 
as the danger was increasing from minute to 
minute, four cannons were posted ou one end 
of tbe Mole, and another man-of-war assist- 
ed, when, finally, the wreck gradually settled 
down. The mainmast bad already been 
consumed, so that the fire had but u short 
distance to reach the mag a zi ne . 

In half an hour luorei the great danger 
had nearly passed, for ainra the tremendous 
explosion cf grenades that had not ceased 
from the commencement, another sound was 
heard — that occasioned by the struggle of 
the two elements; but the fire was soon after 
subdued, and The Waters covered the decks. 
All was over, she had gone down, showing 
only the en l of her bowsprit and foremast. 
Besides much material of war, there were 
two hundrod mules belonging to the govern- 
ment. There is a complete loss of every- 
thing, not even any of the baggage saved. 
Searches have been made by a diving ma- 
chine, and not a vestige of anything was 
found. I havo seen numbers of the wound- 
ed — there are over two hundred in the Hos- 
pitals of Malaga.

unmarried daughters; gives her children 
nothing, and never pays until served with a 
writ; feet flat, large and fatty, and very apt 
to burst the leathers; a great many corns 
and bunions, all mixed up together.” 

Several of the ladies applied to were weak 
enough to pay the lof, but others complained 
to the police, aud the literary shoe-maker 
was condemned, for dwindling, to a month’s 
imprisonment.
